GANGSTERS ACCUSED OF LINCOLN BAN K ROBBERY AND OTHER DARING CRIMES 


Closely guarded, the gangsters 


had been brought to Chicago from 
Morrison, HI, Monday morning 
ready for the show-up before more | 
than half a dozen new Lincoln 
witnesses. The show-up had been 
scheduled for 1 o'clock at State's 
Attorney's Swanson's office but was 
transferred later to be held at 3 
o'clock in the offices of the de- 
tective bureau. 
Witnesses to robberies from all 


over the rmddlewest were stream- 
ing Into Chicago this afternoon in 
an attempt to identify the hood- 
lums as members of the gangs 
which have staged bold .daylight 
robberies m nearly a half dozen 
states. 
Promises Suspects to Lincoln. 
Meanwhile, Sergeant Roy Steffen 


of the Cook county— state's at- 
torney's staff promised that the 
men identified as having taken part 
m the Lincoln job would go back 
to Lincoln. He said there would be 
no effort to hold them for prosecu- 
tion in Illinois. 
Emory Smith, "big shot' behind 


the round-up declared today that 
the federal grand jury investigation 
at Lincoln Thursday should un- 
cover revelations which will "shake 
the underworld." 
No decision has yet been made 
as to when the men identified in 
the Lincoln robbery will be re- 
turned. It is certain, however, that 
whenever they start back, plenty of 
"artillery" will accompany them, to 
insure their safe deliver}'.

The death of Dr. Albert A. Mich- 


elson is a loss to science and to the 
world. His life honors his country, | 
his family, and the Jewish race. A 
Kraduate of the Annapolis 
naval 


academy, Dr. Michelson returned 
to the academy to teach science. He 
returned to active service in the war, 
devising scientific methods for de- 
tecting the approach of submarines, 
and contributing other 
important 


discoveries. 


Barely out of his teens, he was 


showing the Annapolis students how 
to measure the speed of light with 
a homemade apparatus, when he 
discovered that the accepted light 
measurement was erroneous, 
and 


notified the scientific bodies of the 
world of his corrected measurement, 
136,000 miles per second. 


Thus, he gave the world a correct 


"cosmic yardstick" by which 
the 
distances of fixed stars and outside 
universes are measured. So many 
"light years," so many miles. 


The French 
kept deep under 


ground a metre' made of platinum 
as a permanent record of 
their 


measurement of the earth, on which 
their decimal systems of weights, 
measures and money is based. That 
metre, kept at even temperature, 
not contracting or expanding would 
always re-establish metric system. 
Michelson said "I shall give you 


something more permanent and you 
will need no metre of platinum." 


He measured one of the rays in 


the spectrum, that of a certain met- 
al, announced the result, which was 
about the millionth part of an inch 
and said "multiply the length of 
thai ray by so many millions, and 
you will have your metre, so long 
as the world lasts." 
French science verified his meas- 


urement and the Nobel prize for 
physics was given to him. 


Scientists in Berlin, praising and 


crowning 
Michelson 
after 
the 


Nobel prize award said: "We wish 
also to honor his distinguished fath- 
er for his great service in measur- 
ing the speed of light." They did 
not think one so young could have 
made the light measurement 
so 


many years before and concluded 
that Michelson's father must have 
done it. 
"I did not tell them," said Mich- 


elson to this writer, "that my father, 
who kept a small clothing store in 
Virginia City, wondered what good 
I could do myself or anybody else, 
trying to find out how fast light 
travels." 


Michelson's modesty equaled his 
greatness. Asked at the Quadrangle 
club in the University of Chicago- 
"Do you think I could possibly get 
any clear idea of modern higher 
mathematics?" he replied with per- 
fect sincerity: "Well I think you 
might but, I cannot." 


At that time by mathematics 


calculation he was computing the 
rigidity of the earth which he es- 
tablished at about the same rigidity 
as though the earth were made of 
solid steel. 
He measured the rise and fall of 
the tide in a pipe one inch 
in 
diameter, more than a mile long 
You know, of course, that the tide 
nses and falls in a small pond, a 
tea cup or an inch pipe, just as it 
does in the ocean, only the tide is 
not so high in a tea cup. 


With the sun and mocn pulling 


together, the tide rises to a certain 
maximum height. With the moon 
above and the sun off to one side 
pulling against each other, the tide 
is lower, because the conflicting pul" 
draws the earth out of shape. And 
the amount cf the earth's distortion 
enabled Michelson to show that the 
earth is as rigid as a steel ball. 


But, he did not call that "higher 


mathematics." 


He teas a great man. thought lit- 


tle of himself, except as he hoped to 
be useful, thought nothing of money 
never considered it. Yet, Dr. Milli- 
kan. one of his students of 34 year: 
ago, savs: "I personally believe tha 
the United States has not had, in 
this generation, a greater economic 
asset than Albert Michelson." 


It would interest Michelson. thi 


father, who had the little Virginia 
City clothing store, to know that his 
sen. Albert, who knew and cared 
nothing for money, dying poor, afte 
spending his Nobel prize money in 
scientific experiment, had contrib 
utcd billions in wealth to his 
country.

Relief Expedition Fails 


To Find German Sci- 


etist-Explorer. 


BERLIN. May 11—W3)—Prof. Al- 


fred L. Wegener. German scientist 
and Arctic explorer, was believed 
lere today to have lost his life 
sometime during the winter among 
the crags of Greenland's icy moun- 
:ains. 


A radio message from Greenland 


said that a relief expedition had 
reached the central ice cap station 
of the Wegener party and had found 
Wegener's three 
c o m p a n i o n s , 


Johannes Georgi, Fritz Loewe and 
Ernst Sorge, but he was not with 
them. 
The three men said then- chief, 


•with a companion named Rasmus, 
and twelve others had started back 
from the ice cap station last No- 
vember for his base at Kamarajuk, 
250 miles westward Nothing has 
been heard of Wegener nor of any 
who were with him since that time. 


Supplies For 15 Days. 


The party starting back from 
Eismitte, as "the isolated ice cap sta- 
tion was called, had dog sledges and 
supplies for about fifteen days, in- 
sufficient to keep them alive long 
in the event of a mishap marooning 
them on the ice. There was a bare 
possibility that the party may have 
dug itself in somewhere to await 
warmer weather, but ^i was doubted. 
The Wegener expedition left Co- 
penhagen, April 1, 1930, intending 
to spend eighteen months in Green- 
land. Dr. Wegener is a former 
balloonist and is -v.-dely known for 
his Arctic expeditions.

The child should be taken to the 


doctor by the peison who most re- 
inforces his feeling 
of security, 


which usually is his mather. He 
should be made to feel through her 
attitude that the doctor's treatment 
is necessary and inevitable, quite 
like brushing one's teeth or going to 
bed. 
Without talking much about it, 
she can through her own matter-of- 
fact manner help the child to ac- 
cept it in somewhat the same light. 
If he is gome to be hurt, she should 
not try to deceive him into thinking 
that he won't be 
Instead she should tell him that 
it is necessary to endure pain some- 
times and that there is no disgrace 
in crying about it so long as one 
stops crying as soon as the hurting 
stops. 
The mother should contrive to 
have some pleasant experience, a 
treat of ice cream, a ride on the 
merry-go-round follow immediately 
on the visit to the doctor's office 
whether he was hurt or not so that 
the unpleasant impression created 
by the visit itself may be somewhat 
counteracted by the immediately 
following pleasant one 
It sometimes helps to take along 


to the doctor's office a favorite toy 
so that the child is happily diverted 
while waiting for the doctor and 
does not become tense and nervous 
in advance. 


Playing Alone 


Sometimes it hapens that for a 
long period of time a child must be 
deprived of the daily companionship 
of other children. 
Such 
enforced ~ solitude, while 


never wholesome, can at least be 
made less harmful through directing 
the child's interests into the proper 
channels. 
The child needs especially to have 
his interest turned aw-ay from him- 
self. If he can be made to take an 
interest in carpentering or in ex- 
perimenting 
with 
batteries and 


wires, so much the better. 
Children who do not care for 


these things may be interested in 
any one of a dozen crafts which 
may be carried on at home such as 
clay work, weaving, metal work and 
sewing. In the summer both boys 
and girls can often be interested in 
flower and butterfly collections ana 
in all sorts of nature study. 


Books which give them an idea 


of what to look for in field and 
wood and meadow, a place to keep 
their collections, their home-made 
aquaria and pet boxes, interest on 
the part of the family in their dis- 
coveries all help to encourage their 
activities along these lines. 
Since ic is especially important 


for a child lacking children com- 
panions to have interests which re- 
inforce his feeling of living in a 
real world instead of in a world of 
fantasy, it is well for the grownups 
with whom he lives to make a spe- 
cial effort to provide him with such 
companionship as they can. It also 
is well to reinforce his sense of 
reality with real activities wherever 
it is possible. 
This is best done through shared 
interests 
and 
enthusiasms 
and 
through giving the child a feeling 
that as a member of the family he 
has certain duties and responsibili- 
ties.

was only 49.000 acres or 1 5 per cent 
of the 
3.269.000 acres sown

autumn. The area remaining for 
harvest is nearly 600,000 acres less 
than harvested last year. 


Condition of winter wheat is 94 
per cent with production estimates 
predicted for 61,180,000 bushels as 
ccmpared with 70,267,000 bushels last 
year. Stands of winter wheat are ex- 
ceptionally 
heavy and therefore 


susceptible to greater injury should 
a long period of dry weather pre- 
vail according to Mr. Anderson. 


"On the other hand," he 
says, 


"the thick dense wheat cannot dry 
out as veil 
under an 
abnormal 


mcisture supply which would be a 
favorable condition for the develop- 
ment of rust" 
Part Of Bye Plowed Up. 


About 3 1 per cent of the rye sow n 


last fall will be plowed up. The win- 
ter injury was very light except in 
north central and northeastern Ne- 
braska where the moisture suppl.v 
was short. Some of the rye that was 
plowed up T.as sown for winter pas- 
ture onl\. Area left for harvest is 
349,000 acres as compared with 333.-

Oats were sown about a week lat-

THE BALANCED LIFE. 


"Two years ago," writes a man in that intensely hu- 


man letter 'exchange which appears in The Lincoln 
Star uder the heading. Minerva's Mail, "I was wiped 
out clean. I threw everything I had in to avert the 
wreck but the dam broke and I- went down." 


He had been doing what so many men find it nec- 


essary to do today. He had been devoting himself 
entirely to business. He had been successful, amaz- 
ingly so, had accumulated a snug fortune, his family 
had all of the comforts and 
conveniences which 


money can provide, but he was literally a stranger 
to them. His children had been growing up while he 
had been bending every energy, every thought to the 
development of his business. 


After the smash he and his wife and his children 


found it necessary to rebuild their entire life. They 
took a small home. The husband took a job which 
gave him plenty of time to "putter" around home. He 
had a chance to paint, to work in the yard, to per- 
form a hundred homely little tasks which he had not 
found the time for when he was riding the high cres. 
of business prosperity. He planted a garden to "pro- 
vision" the table. He found a joy in manual labor 
which had been missing when his energy had been 
concentrated exclusively upon his business. He got 
satisfaction out of the little home, spick and span in 
a new coat of paint. There was a thrill in placing 
seeds in the ground, watching them, tending them, 
and then heaping the table with the most delicious 
of vegetables. The family was drawn more closely to- 
gether, and was more happy and contented than 
when it had been able to spend as it wanted to. 


"I came to the conclusion," he wrote, "that one can

We could not help thinking of this letter as we read 


of the death of T.'alter A. Strong, the publisher of The 
Chicago Daily News, and one of the best known jour- 
nalists in the United States. Mr. Strong died Sun- 
day with scarcely a minute warning. His death was 
due to heart failure. And he was only 47 years old 
A magnificent specimen of manhood, sturdy, robust 
apparently in the acme of health, filled with enthusi- 
asm, a dynamic, energetic man, Walter Strong was 
the last man in the world one would expect to die of 
heart failure. 


He had worked prodigiously during his brief and 


sparkling career. 


Starting as a news boy under the late Victor Law- 


son, he had advanced steadily until he became busi 
ness manager, and then upon the death of the for 
mer owner he organized a group and purchased The 
News for a figure reputed to be $14,000,000, one o' 
the largest prices ever paid for an American news 
paper. -Within a very few years he had prepared and 
built one of the finest newspaper plants in the world 
He was a civc-spirited man and did a great deal fo 
the city of Chicago. He was generous and thought- 
ful to his employes. 


Walter Strong literally -worked himself to death. 


The burden which he joyously assumed In directing 
the affairs of a great newspaper propery must have 
placed a fearful strain upon him. It was too much 
for a fine mind and a great heart. 


One of the most striking reflections gained from 


modern business and industry is the heavy mortality 
it has exacted from its executives. Few of the men 
in the thick of the struggle today will live the rich, 
mature lives of George Baker. John D. Rockefeller, 
and the other captains of yesterday. The business 
leaders of this generation are dying at fifty and sixty. 
Their business demands so much of them that the 
physical being is exhausted. 


» • • 


Possibly they can be too ambitious. The job may 


capture the imagination and the enthusiasm to the 
extent that they may exclude everything else and in 
so doing automatically sign their own death •warrant. 
It is a wise and a happy man who can strike a bal- 
ance between business and home. 


FOLLOWING THE TRAIL. 


The most amazing development in connection with 


the announcement from Illinois that two of the men 
wanted in connection with the robbery of the Lincoln 
National bank were under arrest is the revelation of 
the dogged persistence with which the police had 
stuck to the trail. 


The robbery was a forgotten' episode in the public 


mind. Within ten days after it had taken place, the 
excitement and interest had subsided, and it was 
buried under the epitaph of an "Unsolved Crime." But 
he law enforcement officers did not give up.^ They 
vere working secretly, following up each clue, how- 
ver faint, week after week and month after month. 
They were delving into the mysteries of the under- 
world, slowly, cautiously and painstakingly. Finally 
-he hour arrived when they thought they should 
strike and they gathered in six gangsters, among 
whose members, it was believed, would be found men 
who knew something about the greatest bank robbery 
ever pulled in the United States. 


County Attorney Max Towle, former State Sheriff 
ondit, Sheriff Hensel and the Lincoln police are en- 
titled to credit for keeping after their men. The 
climax came in securing the services of a skilled and 
experienced operator in Chicago. He finally uncov- 
ered a hot scent, planned a brilliant coup, and land- 
ed a portion of the gang believed to be responsible for 
the looting and wrecking of the Lincoln 
National 


bank. In time the securities, or at least a major portion 
of them, will be recovered, it may be anticipated. The 
men who were responsible for the holdup will be run 
down and punished if it takes five years to do it. 


There has been a great deal of evidence in recent 


weeks to place before, immature boys who thint they 
can get away with crime. Crime never pays. Every 
bank robbery of importance in this state in the last 
year has been completely or partially solved, and those 
who were responsible for it brought to justice. The law 
enforcement officials of the United States are aroused. 
They are determined to put down lawlessness at any 
cost. The drive is on in those regions in southern 
Illinois where more than a dozen gangs have been 
operating boldly and in brazen defiance to the offi- 
cials charged with suppressing them. When that hor- 
net's nest is cleaned out the entire country will be 
more safe.

Nebraska is not the only state where the legislature 


refused to engraft the income tax upon its present 
revenue system. The same thing happened in Michi- 
ran, Illinois. Iowa. Kansas, and several other states. 
These coaimomrcalths. like Nebiaska. are not favor- 
ably impressed -sriUi the results of the lr,come tax in 
•Wisconsin, New York, and elsewhere. They are not 
dfTsosed to jump from the frying pan into the fire. 


Governor Dan Turner of lore* is nauch -wrought ap 


because an inconse tax bill fatted to pass there. That 
was one of the issues on -which he rode into office 
last year. It -was. in fact, the principal item on his 
program. One branch of the legislature accepted the 
Rovcrnnr's plan, but the other rejected it: and thus 
the people of Iowa escaped having another govern- 
mental burden piled upon their backs.

.RECLAMATION WORK. 


A Nebraska farm woman in a letter to this news- 


paper directs attention to the incongruity of govern- 
mental policies outlined by the federal department of 
interior and the federal farm board. 


The latter has repeatedly urged farmers to reduce 


their acreage in order to cut down the surplus which ^ 
is blamed for low price of grains and other farm 
produce. The interior department is to spend mil- 
lions in the next twelve months for the purpose of ex- 
tending irrigation to thousands of acres land of land 
in arid and semi-arid regions. The net result of such 
development, she properly points out, will be to in- 
crease the production of grain and other farm crops. 


Her criticism is well founded. 
It is the height of nonsense to spend millions of 


dollars in an attempt to persuade farmers they should 
reduce the size of their fields, in loaning money to 
cooperatives for the purpose of stabilizing marketing 
operations, and in other activities of the farm board 
and then turn around to toss in millions more for 
the solt purpose of increasing productivity and in 
bringing land which is not now onder cultivation into 
production. 


The fact is that reclamation should be held up un- 


til conditions change. In five, ten or fifteen years, 
there will be a need of more acres. Population in- 
crease, coupled with a decrease in the fertility of the 
land now being farmed, will in another decade nces- 
sitate the development of many irrigation projects 
which at the present time can only aggravate the 
farm problem. It is likely that large sections now 
being farmed will be abandoned, due to the exhaus- 
tion of the soil, during the sweep of the next fifteen 
years. -The rate of abandonment during recent years 
has averaged about 1,000,000 acres every twelve 
months. In New York and Pennsylvania, and in other 
eastern states, large sections which 
were formerly 


farmed, are now lying waste or have been planted to 
hay crops. 


The government is confusing itself, however, when 


it organizes one agency to plead with fanners to re- 
duce crops, and then turns around to bring hundreds 
of thousands of acres into cultivation. There should 
be a reshaping of the policies of the farm board, and 
the interior department to establish an understand- 
ing between them. 


CONFUSING TRAFFIC. 


Bell signals-from Lincoln's downtown traffic lights 


were undoubtedly removed with the intention of im- 
proving the handling of traffic, both pedestrian and 
motor, as well as to insure notice of fire signals.

The uniform witness of Christ and 
His Aoostles is against recourse to 
armed conflict. "They that take to 
the sword," said Jesus, "shall perish 
by the sword." 
The military problem did not 


emerge in the infant Christian 
community until A. D. 170, when-we 
find soldiers who had professed the 
religion of Jesus refusing military 
service and condemned as unpatri- 
otic on that account. Later on some 
Christians 
joined 
the

armies against the protest of the 
leaders of the Church, and when 
Constantino 
officially 
recognized 


Christianity as the religion of the 
State, he began to rely upon the 
Church for support of the State 
This she gave him. condoning war 
and approving military campaigns 


bers of which renounced the alliance 
of Church and State as corruptive 
and tyrannical. 
But the Friends, under George 


Fox, from their origin stood alone 
n a splendid antagonism to brute 
orce as the means of settling in- 
.ernational disputes, and in so doing 
Oiey became the best representatives 
of the simplicity and pacifism o£ 
New Testament Christianity. In his 
great work on the question Dr. G. 
f Heering raises three issues you 
might well consider. First, Can the 
State fulfill its moral task in and 
through war? Second, Can war as 
a means to an end receive moral 
sanction? Third, What value should 
be attached to the argument used 
n defense of that means? Dr. Heer- 
ing's conclusion is that from the 
Christian viewpoint war is basically 
unjustifiable, and official Judaism 
largely if not altogether agrees with 
this verdict. His book, which is pub- 
lished by Allen & Unwin, London, 
should be read by thoughtful cit- 
.zens like yourself.

Must Wear Glasses.

pace" in economic development. 


Calls For Leadership. 


"Let us continue to lead, no mat- 
ter how many ask us to wait." he 
said. "Let others climb to our level. 
That is progress. We cannot afford 


go backward " 
Representative Ramseyer of Iowa 
said that "if our tariff protection 
were 
removed 
American 
prices 


would break" to levels of other 
countries. He contended democratic 
eaders had 
allied 
with foreign 


manufacturers 
and 
international 


Jankers "to dictate to the United 
States what should be done for the 
mrichment of foreigners." 


Borah held that since people are 


'growing dangerously restless gov- 
ernments can at least afford to un- 
do that which they did and which 
has proved to be unwise and hurt- 
ul."

Witnesses Warned Keep Quiet. 
County Engineer Edgren, first of 


the Lincoln witnesses to return.1 
confirmed press and wire reports | 
that Tommy "Paf O'Connor andj 
Howard "Pop" Lee. two of the men 
held in custody have been identi- 
fied as participants in the bank rob- 
bery here by four Lincoln witnesses. 
Edgren was not among those mak- 
ing tne identification. 


"We were instructed not to tell 


who identified O'Connor and Lee," 
Edgren declared. "Sergeant O. W. 
Kempster of the Illinois state police 
cautioned all the Lincoln witnesses 
that their safety would be doubtful 
if it should become generally known 
while they were still in IllinoisUmt 
they had made any identifications." 


Bandits Well Guarded.
